No effort was made 
to bring the frame-up of Euel Lee to 
the attention of the masses. 

“This is entirely in conformity with 
the avowed stand of the Socialist 
Party. The “New Leader,” the offi- 
cial organ of the Socialist Party, only 
a ghort time ago declared editorially: 

“Almost all of the Southerners 

beli@ve in segregating the Negro
